They 
seem to prize the most trivial 
things as a means of decorating 
their otherwi.se bare rooms. She 
discussed the matter with Mr.

Definite action to place a $24,- 
000 city hall boiul issue before 
the voters of Sierra Matire was 
taken at last Thurstlay night’s 
meeting of ttie board of city trus¬ 
tees. With all members pre.sent 
and Cliairman' Topping presiding, 
the first ili.scu.ssion of the matter 
came up early in tlie meeting. 

As in previous meetings, tlie 
boanl stood four to one in favor 
of tlie $‘24,000 project, (’h-airman 
Topping holding out for a city 
, liall on a more elaborate scale. On 
•otion of Trustee Belohlavek, 
seconiled by Trustee Isaacs, the 
city engineer was instructed to 
bring in a formal estimate of cost. 
Tjie vote stood four to one. 

Later in the meeting, City Engi¬ 
neer Gierlich presented his report 
with an estimate of $24,000 as tlie 
cost of a city hall and fire sta¬ 
tion. This report was approved 
by unanimous vote, as was the 
later re.solution of intention, whicli 
was moved by Tru.stee Bcdohlavek 
and seconded by Trustee Hall. 

Bids for the improvement of 
portions of East Grand View .\ve- 
pue, Sycamore Place, Canyon and 
<5' Alegria Avenues were received 
’^'and referred to the city engineer 
for checking and report as to 
which was the lowest. 

A communication was read from 
the planning commission asking 
the tru.stees to request the county 
supervisors to take immediate ac¬ 
tion on the extension of Central 
^^Avenue. On motion of Trustee 
ll?.. Vthe communication was re¬ 
ferred Iff the chamber of com¬ 
merce for recommendation, that 
lioily, through its liighway coiii- 
mitU'C, lieing alreaily at work with 
the county highway depart^iieiil 
and planning commission where 
Mattoon .Act projects usually or¬ 
iginate. 

Canyon FbaxI Channel 

Keconimendation that a (iO-foot 
flood eontrol channel lie estab¬ 
lished in Sierra Ma<lre Canyon at 
the earliest possible moment was 
made to the county (looil control 
department. The action was taken 
on motion of Trustee Hall in or¬ 
der tliat the city may undertake 
long-delayed street improvements 
in the canyon, which cannot l»e 
done until the lines and levels of 
the Hood control channel are 
established. It was also voted 
that the chuirnian appoint three 
members of the hoard to join with 
representatives of other local or¬ 
ganizations in an effort to impress 
upon the supervisors the necessity 
for prompt action. 

Conciliatory tactics toward the 
city of Arcadia over disputed 
water rights were adopted under 
a motion made by 'frustee Hull. 
The clerk was iristructeil to write 
the Arcadia trustees, reiiuesting 
a joint meeting of the two lioards, 
with their engineers and attorneys 
pre.sent, to discu.ss a basis of set¬ 
tlement. At a previous meeting 
the tru.stees had invited the Arca¬ 
dia officials to put into writing a 
statement of their intended future 
water policy. The Arcadia board 
replied that no written statement 
would he necessary other than the

Welsher has already copied books 
and magazine articles on her 
Braille typewriter for the blind 
soldiers at Sawtelle and for the 
department for the blind in the 
library of congress. Now she is 
ready to resume the work after u 
period of ill health and wrote to 
Washington for sugge.stions as to 
subject matter and the following 
are suggested:

The Braille books are loaned to 
the blind readers witliout charge 
by the library of congress. The 
supply of new books is largely 
dependent upon the work of vol¬ 
unteer Braille writers like Mrs. 
Welsher, there lieing no appro¬ 
priation for the purpose.

Exten¬ 
sion of the road from that point 
would make the Big Santa Anita 
route ttie most dirt'ct route from 
this side of the range to the 
desert. 

The distance by trail from the 
dam to the Tujunga divide is 14 
miles. The proposed road would 
be somewhat longer to .secure the 
easier grades. Rut all authorities 
agree that the construction ex- 
pen.se would be unusually low for 
a mountain road.

ceramics to the mediaeval schools 
of Italy, which sprang into being 
probably in the 12th century. One 
of the most prominent centers, and 
particularly important to the mod¬ 
ern development of the tile in¬ 
dustry, was the town of Faenza, 
front which arose the French term 
“faience” an opaque earthenware, 
covered with a tin enamel, colored 
with earth or metallic slips, which 
term today indicates the highest 
type tile ceramics. 

The Italian development also led 
to the combination of the art of 
the sculptor and the craft of the 
ceramist, finally exemplified by the 
work of the Della Robbias, which 
gave rise to the modern art of 
Terra Cotta, so closely allied to 
that of tiles that there is no de¬ 
cided line of demarkation. 

.Anglo-.Saxon Beginnings 

During the time of renais.sance 
in Italy and in its progress across j 
Furope, through Germany and into I 
Kngland, the perfecting of ceram¬ 
ics advanced rapidly. Particularly 
in England did the craft reach an 
exceedingly high standard. In fact! 
the word “tile” is said to lie de¬ 
rived from an old .Angla-.Saxon 
word “tigel,” meaning “to cover,” 
and somewhat related to, the 
French word “tuile,” but probably 
referred back to an .Aryan root. 

In England u modern revival 
of the tile industry dates from the 
great London fire of 1666, after 
which certain Dutch potters estab¬ 
lished themselves at tLambeth, the 
pre.sent home of the great Doul- 
lished themselves at Lambeth, the 
making of pottery and tiles spread 
to various cities, particularly Liv¬ 
erpool, which throughout the IHth 
century was the cc-oter of the 
British clay imlustry. 

The story of English tile mak¬ 
ing, the introduction of machinery, 
and the improvement in manufac¬ 
turing processes, yields many a 
fascinating and romantic tale 
wound round the names and work¬ 
shops of Samuel Wright of Shel¬ 
ton, Herbert Minton of Stoke-on- 
Trent, George Barr of Worcester, 
the Maw brothers of Benthall, the 
Ridgeways and Josiah Wedgewooil. 
The Minton, Doulton and Maw 
works have for generations and 
still do produce among' the most 
famous architectural tiles, while 
the Ridgeway and Wedgewood 
plants, as well as the Doulton, 
have developed more strictly on 
the lines of the potter. 

.Arrival in .America

duk, leading to the famous Ishtar 
Gate of ancient Babylon the.se 
builders in the time of Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar produced modeled, enameled 
ceramic panels which today are as 
clear and bright as when they 
were first drawn from the fire, in 
the twelfth century B. C. 

Tiles, as we think of them to- developed the .so-called 
day, however, were probably first , tiles, the 
u.sed in Egypt. Dr. Petrie, 

1S94, found on the desert near 
Thebes, decorated blue and green 
glazed tiles which he assigns to 
the first dynasty, about 4700 
B. C., as well as plain blue glazed 
quartz tiles which without doubt 
antedate that period. Tiles of al¬ 
most eifual antii|uity have been 
found which illustrate the methml 
of manufacture, even showing an 
unmistakable kiln with a crude 
foot bellows. 

.Matchless .Ancient Colors 
In the ruins of the palace of 
Rumeses II, of the fourteenth 
century B. C. have been found 
bas-relief plaiiues enameled in 
splendid blues and purples which 
are unrivalled today. To illu¬ 
strate the regard with which the 
early Egyptians held the ceramic 
art, it may be pointed out that the 
potter was used as the type of 
the Creator. Nouf, the Divine 
Spirit, and Pthah, the creator of 
the Mundane egg, are symbolized 
us the potter at his wheel. 

During the developments in the 
great Mesopotamian plain, first 
appear tablets of clay, which are 
among the earliest and best pre- 
.served records of history. In the 
excavations at Agade, near Nine- 
vah, in the library of Sargon, that 
nearly mythological monarch of 
5000 years ago, have been found 
numerous clay volumes, mostly 
simple slabs in.scribed with rudi¬ 
mentary characters, some sun- 
dried, others fire-cured. One in¬ 
teresting record of a deed or 
transfer of property, was written 
on two equal rectangular slabs, 
carefully placed face to face, the 
edges cemented and the book fired 
in some primitive kiln. This iloc- 
ument stands as an enduring rec¬ 
ord, for when broken apart the 
characters are us clear and legible 
as when inscribed. 

Enduring Records 
From all these earlier ages 
there have survived only a few 
forms of written documents. That 
of engraving on stone and bone, 
a laborious process, appears in rel¬ 
atively few places. The art of 
writing on wood slabs and papy¬ 
rus was undoubtedly the most

He sold the 
latter to Killian k Son, retiring 
from the resort business until last 
summer, which he spent managing 
th^ hotel at Tuolumne Meadows 
for the Yosemite Park Company.

Bankers gave a majority vote that sav¬ 
ings accounts suffer no decline during the 
increase of installment features. 

I It was about an even break on the ques- 
' tion of leading to a dangerous credit situa¬ 
tion, and by a vote of 11 to 1, the inform¬ 
ants declare it has materially increased the 
proportion of the purchases of luxuries. 

This latter, and with the added impedi¬ 
ment that the deferred payment plan of 
buying reduces the amount of money avail¬ 
able for investment, furnish the greatest 
arguments against the growing sysem. It 
jis pointed out that thirty-nine per cent of
